A New Polar Expedition. 

(Vroui the Nuw Turk Tribune.) 

Tho pldu of rnueliinj,' the North Pole 
BuggGBted by Ciipt. 11. W. liowf^afo 
Beems to oscito inuo'n iulorust, as ho is 
iu daily rocejut of lotterrf urj^'iny him 
to have an expoihtioii Ktiirtod iii tho 
spring. Ho bolioves that tho opnn 
Polar sea so stoutly insisted on by 
Capt. Hayes, and so effectuall, barred 
against tho oiitr.'iiico of L'ui>t. Xarea, is 
open or closed iiltenmtoly nceotding 
to tho severity of tho winter season. 
His plan is to found a teiuponuy col- 
ony at Discovery Harbour in Lady 
Franklin bay, and to make this the 
base of operations from which explor- 
ing parties amy bo suut out toward tho 
Polo wheuover Liiu \vc:Uher and other 
conditions prove most favourable. Tho 
experience of Capts. Hall and Narea, 
shows that this harbour can be reached 
rapidly, and with little danger to 
ressols as well equipped as the 
Polaris, the Alert, or Dis(;overy. Cap- 
tain Howgate suggests that tho colony 
should consist of energetic, capable 
men, experienced iu Artie Navigation 
and physically .sound, iu order that 
tboy might the better withstand tho 
rigours of tho climate. To these 
should bo adiled a uuuiber of Esqui- 
maux to serve as hunters, guides, iVc, 
and who can bo taken over with their 
families from Greenland. Ho says a 
suitable building or buildings to shel- 
ter the men and proper sup- 
plies for thoir niaiutonanco 
could be carried on the vessel 
gelected foi tho expedition , and an an- 
nual visit could and should bo nnulo 
to them to provide fresh supplies and 
afford such encouragement and relief 
KB the circumstances might render ne- 
cessary. Capt. llowgato says that 
volunteers of the right stampollor them- 
Bolves in abundance, and the prfncipal 
difliculty will bo to limit the number 
to betaken. It is propo.'^ed to obtniu 
•authority from Congress to use one of 
the small naval vessels now uneui- 
ployed, and also a small appropria- 
tion for tho outlit and maiutenauce of 
the expedition. He says kindly words 
of encouragement for tho enterpriso 
pour ill from all sides, and it is bcliovod 
that if proper dirootiou is given to tlio 
popular faeling, au oxpeditiou will bo or- 
{{ADized and sent off and tbe Polar colony 
fonnded during the year vrhich has novr 
began.

It will bo borne 
in mind that whilo Mr. Davios 
was absent from tho rrovmco the 
editor of our conlompornry pulUishoil a 
card denouncing the charge that ho a^kod 
him for "pay" as a "lie;" ulul th.it iramo- 
dintolT upon" hearing that Mr. Davies was 
on his way back ho resigned bis position, 
packed his "duds" nnd hiod bim away to 
Ottawa boyoud reach. It will also bo re- 
memborcd that dnriuK thoabsuiu-u of Air 
Forbes from tho I'rovinoo tho columns of 
onr contemporary teoiuedwith tlu- foulost 
charges against him, and that .smoo Mi\ 
Forbes returned ho has not a word to say 
against him. It may lie a bold and miin- 
ly policy to nssail tho reputations of ab- 
•ontmcnand iminedialely on thoir ri!- 
turn either ran away to avoul tho cons.'- 
•aqnencos or discoutinuo the assaults, it 
may bo an evidence of K.Mitlom inly e msi- 
deration to attack tho reput.itums of tlie 
lady and gontlemon whoso telegrams ac- 
quitted us of a gross charge; and It may 
be a display of indopendenco-nnd n disre- 
gard of tilthy luci-o to attack moa who 
llft»e no' four-shilliuK patronage to 
give and allow those wli j havo to osc ipe 
censure when richly merited. However, 
that is for our co;iteiuporary to arrange 
with the public. So far as we are person, 
ally concerned we are content to abide by 
the decision of tho same tribunal ;and take 
final leave of artilioial stone as a subject 
for newspaper polemics. 

FREE^PEEClTlN ENGLAND. 

A very late number of tho Loudon 
Time* lies before us. Its date is Decem- 
ber 11th last, and it contains a most inter- 
esting report of the speeches delivered at 
what was called the "St. James Hall Con- 
ference on tho Eastern Question." The 
great hall was crowded, and the meeting 
was iddressed by the Duko of West 
minster, the Earl of Shaftesbury, tho 
Bishop of Oxford, Canon Liddon, Mr. 
E. A. Freeman, Prof. Fawcett, Mr. Glad- 
etoue, and a dozen other prominent men. 
At the time the conference was held war 
with Europe seemed imminent, and Ihe 
European Confereuco on Turkish alinirs 
washoldingdailysittingsatConstiutiuople 
in the hope of averting a contlirt. '1 ho 
Briliiih Ooveruuiont was already coin- 
mittod to intervention, Lord lieacoiis- 
fleld's Guildhall speech still rang in the 
ears of the people, a firiti'ih fleet rodo 
at auclior in Bcsika Buy, and larga addi- 
tiocis to tho fleet and army raunitioiis 
were being actively Dn^piucd. Well, tlie 
St. Jumoa Hall Uonferenee was called to 
protest against the warliko policy of thti 
CJovornnient. Each speaker advanced ami 
expressed bisopiniouaclearly.foreibly and 
unreservedly, luul without tho slightt!:,t 
fear of prosecution or persecution from 
either tho Government or those who favor 
its policy. There was no ono in the 
audience who called cut "Traitor!" when 
tho Duko of Westminster remarked that, 
so far from "going to war with Russia 
England ought to co-operate with her." 
Nor did any ono vooiferato "Treason ' 
whon Mr. Ashley, M i'., said that Eng- 
land ought iu U';e ■■the Turlnsh licet in 
])awn until Turkov ha<l granted reforms." 
The Bishop of 0.\.ford was roundly cIkht- 
ed when lie deehired that tho Eugli-li 
did not want to go to war with KusMa. 
Mr. Trevelyan, M.P., expressed tho opin- 
ion that Great Britain wss "with not 
against" Russia in her dcaisnds. Mr. E 
P. FroomftQ rained u ,st(jrni of aii|il;iu.'.e 
whon he cried, "Perish our dominion in 
India rather than we should strike a blow 
in such a causo ns that of tho J'orte!" 
Scarcely less enthnsiaslicly was Prof. 
Fawoelt's (the blind M. P.'s) remark 
received whon ho said, "If the 
Government wont to war on b. half of 
Turkey, ho hoiiod tho Jiilierid Party would 
nso every form allowed by P.n Immcnt to 
prevent them from liaviiig ono sixpcni'e 
until they had aHcertained by an ap|ie:il 
to ths country whether it was their wish 
that the blood and treasure of England 
•hottld be spilt and tho reputation <>( 
England cant away in order to iiro)) up a 
wretched, on'ote, and disBolnt(! ilcspolisni." 
Mr. Gladstone's speech, the longe-t and 
most effective of tho evening, was less 
denunciatory tha.i tlioso lhal had pre- 
ceded, but nevertheless it was a power- 
ful arraignment of tho Government policy 
in the East and laudatory of tho Rnsfians. 
Now, what is to bo leiirni^d fri>in all this ? 
That tho right of Free Discussion is iic- 
oorded to every subject of Circat Jii-itaiii, 
and that no matter how much the viinvs 
oxprassod may clash with tho uationnl 
policy, speakers are hoard with atten- 
tion and applause. 

PEACE. 

Tho dispatches rocoived yesterday are 
full of pacifio assurances. Tho dofhint 
attitude of Turkey has surprised Russia 
ui well as the rest of Europe, and it is 
■aid tliat Russia, having failed to secure 
tho meaiuro of protection she asked for 
the Turkish Christians, is disbanding her 
armies and matching homeward after the 
fashion of tho historical King "who 
mfirohed up tho hill and then marched 
down again." Tho conference, ono is le.l 
to hope, has not proved entirely fruitlo is; 
because tho Turks havo pledged them- 
aalvo* to voluntarily iiitroduco refoims 
itt the (government of fchoir Obiistian sub; 



jects. Tho tyranny that these unfortunate 
])oople have boon forcad to endure for 
centuries is beyond tho power of people 
who live under a happy and freo consti- 
tution such as ours to realize. We only 
know that in the month of August luat 
10,000 Christian men, women and chil- 
dren wore butchered in odd blood in 
Bulgaria, and 100,000 others rendered 
homeless outcasts. Let na hopo tho in- 
dignation that thrilled through Enropo 
at tho recital of these awful events has 
rendered their recurrence an impossi- 
bility, oven though tho hand of tho aveng- 
er bo stayed, ns now seems probable. Tho 
retirement of Prince Gortsohakoff would 
bo significant of a change in lliissian po- 
licy towards Turkey. It is ([into clear 
that tho Czar is iiidis])osed to undertako 
tho work of driving tho Turks back into 
Asia unaided by some other great power.

hood—in fact, would bo mined. 

Mr. McElmen Kubmittod ihut thoro was 
no evidonco of this b'jitig a di^ortlerly 
house and tiiat the eonvietion of (ial- 
lert ought not to bo usod against llamus, 
who had not reaped much benefit from 
the lioenpo for wliieh he had paid SlUl) 
very rocontly. Kamus was not prosout 
whoa tho offence was committed. The 
learcad counsel asked that thoaocusod bo 
properly caiitioued and tho charge dis- 
missed. 

His Worship tho Mayor said tliat the 
Bench was unanimously of opiuion that 
tho license should bo caucolh-d.

was not in tho house ut tho time; but ho 
shared in the profits. His Worship boj)- 
ed this oaao would convey a Ics-ou to 
otbor licensed victaallers who might bo 
simiiarly inclined. The Bench would not 
sanction any bieaeh of tli'J law. Tho li- 
cenao was revoked. 

Mr. McEiuicn a[)plied for the refund of 
the amount paid for license; but His 
Worship aaid that was a quodtion for tho 
City Council. 

Mr. W. Pollard, on behalf of Balph 
Leaman. applied for a transfer of the li- 
cense of E. F. Hemenover, and produced 
a bill of sale of effects of the Palunce Sa- 
loon. 

His Worship paid that the applicant 
must got a traiisfi-r from Mr. U 'menovcr 
and must give li days notice, the ap[)li- 
cant meanwhile to huvo temporary per 
mission to sell.

The AVeslniiustrr City Conin'il are hav- 
ing a confliet with Mr. Lenihaii, the In- 
dian Coininiesioiier, as to the respousil)ili- 
ty uf I hat ollicor to ]>rovide for the earo or 
burial of Indians who may bo taken sick 
or dio within the town limits. At a spe- 
ci.il nieeling licld ou Saturday a commu- 
iiie.ition was road from Mr. Lenilian. the 
Iiuiiiui .Agent, in whioh ho left the Muni- 
cijial aatlM.irities to do as they j)leaHeil 
Willi the Iiuiiiin wuinan's roniaiii.s, but ob- 
jected to have tho i'es'.honse used for 
placing tho Indians there, who had bcou 
in contact with the deceased. Another 
communication from tho same, to tlie 
Board of lloalth, reminded them that in 
tho disehargc of their duties as a Board 
of Health they should cause the body of 
doeeiised Iiidiiin worn in to bo buried with 
as little delay as possible, and Blating that 
bo had no control over Indians within the 
City limits. On motion instructions 
wero given to bury tho dead Indian wo- 
man forthwith. On motion, tho Mayor 
was iiiHtriii'tvd to trlo,<ra[ih to thr 
lion. D. .Mills, Mini.^t-r of the lnt(>ri- 
or, rog.ardiijg tho aetiiui by tho In- 
dian Su[)ei inti'tidont refusing asjistMa^o 
to Indians nfllicted with tho umall- 
poi. Tiio followiug is a copy of the tele • 
gram gout: ".Smnll-pox prevailing amongst 
Indiani here.

Interesting Sketch of the Ancient Land 
and its Occupants. 

Iu view of the present difliciilfies 

in tho East, imd tho jn'oposiils mado 
ill Bonio quarters thai England shoiihl 
annex Egypt ua a set-oil" to tho possible 
occupiitiou of Turkey by tho rtussiiiiia, 
the foUuwiug letter, from an observ- 
ant uud impartial correspondent, will 
doubtless possess a special ititerest. 
Ho says: 

"I wua somewhat diaappointed with 
tny first view of Egypt. Tho coast and 
iuljacent country are very flat, and are 
composed of sand; in fact the neigh- 
borhood of Alexandria might be well 
described as an Eastern Soutbport, 
though the suud is not loose, aud 
thereforo ia not blown about. It 
seems rather to bo baked aud crisp, 
and there is no 'bent' grass on the bill?, 
nor indeed a blade of green to refresh 
tho eye. Many of the Europeans have 
biilt hou.ses at Kaiuloh, which is on 
tho sea, about four miles from Alex- 
dria. Stunoof them havo formed gar- 
dons by iuiportiug soil, but tho trees 
aro ouly kept alive by daily irrigation. 
TliQ country appears a barren waste 
as viewed from .\lexaiulria or llamleh, 
with hero ami t'.ioro a few palm grovcH 
aud lig-trces laden with rich fruit. Tho 
tents of tho Bedouin Arabs are very 
picturesque. Thoy consist of cover- 
ings of the skins of camels, raised from 
tho groi:nd five or six feet, by means 
of sticks, aud fasteuod by cords aiul 
pegs, both eiiila being open. A voiy 
difi'erout scono pieseuta itself us we 
journey along by rail to Cairo, the 
capital aud residenco of the Khedive. 
Tho country is still a vast plain, but 
all of it is uuder cultivation, and tho 
rich froHhnoBs nnd grceu of the sugar- 
cane, rico, ludiiin-corn , lontil, &c., are 
most grateful to behold. There are, 
of course, no hedges, bub the system 
of irrigation seoma very perfect, largo 
canals, or reservoir.-i running through 
the I'iud in nil directions, and tho 
Arabs aro thus enabled to water their 
patches when required. Tho Arabs 
aro a uost peaceable, quiet people, aud 
appear a very iiiduslrious race. You 
SCO them using tho primitive plough 
dr.iwii by the native oxen, or leading 
the iligiiilicd camel hulcu v/ith every 
dc.scriptiou of produce. It if. a pojju- 
lar error to suppose that tbe difference 
between a camel and a dromedary is 
that the former has but uuo Iniin]), 
wliilHt tho latter has two. Tlio 
fact is, camels and droracuaries havo 
but onu luiin[i, the diircrenco boiug 
that tho dromodaiy is to the cainel 
what tho raco-horse is to the cart-horse. 
Thu Bactriau, or cainel of Asia Minor 
has two humps; but it is a smaller 
boast, with short legs, and is adaptod 
for hilly aud mouiitaiuous dislrictri, 
where aloiiG it is found. The Arabs 
residing in towns and villages have 
porniauont houses, miserably built, 
ai)parenlly of mud aud wood; and 
over these they eroct o circular tower 
for pigeons, which thoy keep in 
largo numbers for the sake 
of tho guano used ou tho laud. 

"Tho women occupy n very inferior, 
not to say degraded, position. In the 
country they work in the fields, but 
appear to be looked upon generally as 
creatures who are necessary, nnd there- 
fore tolor.ited. Most of them wear 
veils which cover tho face, «xco|it the 
eyes, and give them a very melanciioly 
appearance. They are all admirable 
figures, some of tham boing most 
graceful and pretty. Tiiey cairyovory- 
thiug ou thou- head, from laigo stone 
juga of water to the very Binallost ar- 
ticle. I have seen women with a far- 
thing cake on tho head walking as 
steadily ns if it were a Loavy weight. 
Indeed, they seem to bo uimbio to use 
tho hand as we do, for if a girl carries 
a basin in the haiul she raises the 
hand, ])alm upwards lo Uio siiouldor, 
and thus bears it. Goodall's pictures 
give one the best idea of tins peculiar- 
ity. 

"This country i.i in a rotten state, both 
morally nnd isocially, and ono is often 
roiniiuled of Hisluq) Hebor's liueii: 

" 'Wliora fviry iinnjnet iilsmei, 
And only man ia rili).' 

Truth is unknown, nnd, from the Kho- 
divo downwards, tbo pooplo cannot 
undoisland, nor do Ihoy l.ieiinvo, that 
any man can reject a biibo. Every 
Turk or native must bo bribed if any 
favor, or indeed ordinary jubtico, is to 
.beaxpooted. There iir« many ISuro- 



poniia employed by Government, u 
good many of whom' are English; but 
nearly all aro socund or third iu com- 
mand, none at tliu head of dcpait- 
mcnts. Tho confiorjuonco i.s, that when 
n Turk find a European steadily try- 
ing to do bis -work thoroughly, aud en- 
deavoring to induce those below bim 
to do theirs, lie reports favorably of 
him to tho Khedive, nnd many are 
thus deprived of situations. Ilobbory 
aud spoilation are tho popular method 
of getting rich, and it is said that the 
Khedive is unaware of the mnny cruel- 
ties practiced ou the unfortunate 
"fellahs." Tho bastinado aud corpor- 
al punishment havo nominally beon 
abolished, but in private the "fellahs" 
aro fearfully beaten, with the object 
of extorting money from them, the 
tax-gatherer frequently taking one- 
third nioro than tho Government re- 
quires for liis own uso. Last year tho 
Ivhedivo promulgated a decree that 
any one who paid six years' taxes in 
advance should hare a sort of lease 
of the soil for that time. Many "fel- 
laha" raised, with the greatest diffi- 
culty, the neces.sary money; but this 
year tho order is that tho five years' 
taken shall be returned them, and the 
yearly taxes paid as usual. But bow 
is this done ? The amounts are re- 
paid in worthless Government bonds, 
which tho Goveruuieut will not receive 
agiiin in payment of tuxes, but demand 
gold. This will givo somo idea of the 
stale of thiuga. The Arabs.and people 
gonorally, are hoping the English will 
occupy the country, and, if this were 
done, tho prosperity of Egypt would daily 
develop. With such a reciiless, unprin- 
cipled man as the Khedive ;it tho bead of 
all'airs, and surronmled In' snob miser- 
able dohaiudiees as his Ministers aro, 
there can be nothing ljut hopeless misery 
for the unfortunate natives and utter ruin 
for the country. The Khedive is said to 
havo 125 palaces for tho uso of himself 
and his relatives, and he is still building 
now ones in tho most oxiiensivo manner, 
a staircase alouo ill ono coating XOO.OOO, 
and he has also given '.'8,000 for a fan. 
This is a sainplo of how the money goes."
